REPORTS LEGATION LOSSES 60 KILLED, 100 WOUNDED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The viceroys of China, including 
Li Hung Chang, have addressed a request to the United States 
government to use its good offices with the powers to stop the 
landing of foreign troops at Shanghai. 

The state department received the communication today from 
Minister Wu, who received it late last night. 

The document states that an apreement was made about a 
month ago by which the foreign governments exercised the right 

of protection over the city of Shanghai. 

This protection, it is claimed, can be amply carried out with- 
out the landing of troops, as, the viceroys state, 20 foreign war- 
ships are now in the harbor and are able to protect the interests 
of foreigners and maintain order. The viceroys also urge that the 
landing of troops will incite disorder. 


LONDON, Aug. 11—A special dispatch from Shanghai, dated Friday, Aug. 
10, says the British consul general, replying to protests of Chinese merchants 
against the landing of troops, explains that this is merely a precautionary meas- 
ure, due to the fact that the disturbances north are spreading and coming daily 
nearer to Shanghai. 

He also says Kiang-Su is already in a state of revolt and that at Tai-Tung 
there has been serious rioting, the telegraph station being burned. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The following dispatch communicating an ad- 
ditional message from Mr. Conger, was made public this morning by the state 
department: 

“Canton, Aug. 11—Secretary of State, Washington: Conger, date Aug. 19, 
Tsinan, answering my message, says that the legations are under siege by the 
imperial soldiery. 

“The situation is desperate. 

“The losses of the legations are 60 killed and about 190 wounded. 
some sickness; nevertheless, the general health continues good. 

“He concludes: 

» Whatever may be the outcome, we will hold on indefinitely.’ 

M’WADE.” 

It is believed that the date assigned this dispatch by the consul refers to the’ 
file date when the message left Tsinan and does not fix the time when it left 
Pekin by courier. 

While the state department does not attempt to fix a date upon which the 
Conger message left Pekin, the officials are inclined to believe that it was one of 
the messages smuggled out of Pekin before the imperial edict was issued remov- 
ing the restriction upon the transmission of cipher messages. The date of the 
edict was Aug. 5. There is little that is new in the message beyond the ominous 
reiteration of Mr. Conger’s statement that the condition was desperate. 

The concluding sentence of Mr. Con ger’s message saying that the legationers 
are prepared to hold on indefinitely, no matter what the outcome may be, is con- 
sidered gratifying intelligence, because it indicates that the besieged ministers 
are not growing faint-hearted and will stand out to the bitter end. This mes- 
sage, like the others that have preceded it, contains no intimation that any of fF? 
numerous messages forwarded by this government, however, had reached the be- 
leaguered foreigners in the Chinese capital.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The following cablegram has been recieved at 
the Navy Department from Admiral Kemey: 

Aug. 10, Taku, Aug. 7.--Chaffee telegraphs from front 6th: 
Yang Tsun occupied. Casualties about sixty my command, two marines wounded. 
Many prostrated by heat and fatigue; next move yet unknown. 

General commanding English at front telegraphs: Marched from Peitsang 
nine miles toward Yang Tsun when formed for attack with the Americans on 
right, Russians on left. 

After rapid advance of three miles under hot rifle and shell fire, our troops 
carried first line of defense. Casualties about fifty killed or dead from sunsttoke.

The cablegram of Admiral Remey, trans mitting the report of Gen. Chaffee as to the 
battle of Yang Tsun, together with the report of Gen. Gaselee, the English commander 
at the front, contains few details not already known. 

Gen. Gaselee’s statement shows that the Chinese occupled trenches and that the 
foreign forces were compelled to assault them. Finally after forming their line, the 
allles were obliged to charge over a stretch of territory three miles in extent, directly 
into the teeth of the Chinese rifle and shell fire. 

The intense heat which prevails in that section of China at this season of the year 
gives the officials of the war department a full realization of the arduous work which 
such a charge involved, and the news that there were many prostrations and deaths 
from sunstroke creates little surprise 

Perhaps the most important statement tn the dispatch ts the one to the effect that 
the next move of the allies Ig as yet unknown. Vhether Admiral Remey makes 
this statement on his own account, or whether he intends it to be understood that 
the statement was included in Gen. Chaffee's telegram from the front. the offictalis 
at neither the war nor the navy department are certain from the wording of the 
cablegram. The general beltef, however, is that tt is Gen. Chaffee's own statement. 

It is Known that the commanders of the allied forces, when they arranged for the 
advance from Tien Tsin, had agreed to make Yang Tsun the objective. his state- 
ment was contained in Gen. Chaffee's dispatch outlining the plan of advance move- 
ment. It Is presumed, therefore, that having carried out successfully the plan for 
the movement as far as Yang Tsun. the co mmanders of the allies will have to into 
consultation again to decide upon the furt her course of the advance from point

CEREMONY WAS IMPRESSIVE. 


Crowds Thronged the Way and Cheered 
Italy’s New Monarch as He Pro- 
ceeded to Parliament House. 


ll.—King Victor Emmanue! 
IIl took the formal corstitutional oath 
day, before Parliament. The Senate cham- 
ber was draped with mourning, the benches 
and tribunes being covered with black fur- 
nishings, bordered with silver. The cham- 
ber was filled with senators and deputies, 
high officials of state and the diplomatic 
corps.

Messenger Was Killed and 
Safe Looted. 


ENTIRE AFFAIR A MYSTERY. 


WO ONE SAW THE ROBBERS OR 
HEARD THE SHOTS. 


Probably Gained Entrance to the Car 
Through Open Door and shot the 
Messenger in the Back—Every- 
thing of Value Taken. 


COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 11.—A daring mur- 
Ger and robbery was committed on the 
Pennsylvania passenger train No. 8 which 
arrived. here from St. Louis at 11:40 last 
night. Charles Lane, an Adams Express 
messenger, formerly of St. Louis, but re- 
cently a resident of Columbus, was shot and 
killed shortly before the train reached the 
Union Station in this city and the ‘‘local’ 
safe was robbed of all the money and val- 
uables which it contained. 

The robbers escaped, and as they were not 
Been by any living person, so far as now 
known. the affair is shrouded in mystery. 
How much booty the robbers secured 1s 
purely a matter of speculation. The safe 
robbed contained only the packages oft 
money and valuables collected after the 
train left St. Louis, and the officials of the 
express company insist that the sum was 
not large. All the money forwarded from 
St. Louis and points west was in a sealed 
safe, which was not disturbed by the rob- 
bers, probably for the reason that they did 
mot have time. 

The crime was not discovered until the 
train pulled into Union Station here. When 
Extra Messenger Sheldon of the Adams 
transfer office at the station went to the car 
he was surprised to find the side door, which 
is usualiy opened by the messenger as the 
train pulls into the station, closed. Pushing 
the door back, Sheldon was startled by the 
sight of Lane’s bady lving face downward 
in a pool of blood between the stove and 
the side of the car in the forward end. The 
body was found to bave been riddled with 
bullets and there were evidences that a 
desperate struggle had taken place. No 
_less than eight bullet wounds were found, 
three in the right side of the back, one in 
the left side and four tn the right leg. It 
seemed that two of the bullets might have 
been fired into the man’s back as he lay 
on the floor. but it is more than likely that 
»he was shot in the back without warning. 
The bullets extracted were of 38-caliber. 

The robbers had taken the key to the 
local safe from the messenger’s’ pocket, 
opened the safe and looted it of everything 
of probable value. The key was left stick- 
ing in the safe door. The messenger’s re- 
volver, with two chambers emptied, was 
found in the safe. 

The murder was probably committed just 
after the train left Milford Center, 28 miles 

, west of Columbus, where it ts believed the 
| Trobbers boarded the train. 

Conductor Taylor saw and talked with 
Messenger Lane there. When the body was 
discovered here it was cold and the blood 

clotted, showing that death had occurred 
at least a half hour previous. Lane had 
washed and changed his clothes, prepar- 
| atory to leaving the train when shot by the 
| robbers. This he probably did near Mil- 
ford Center. 

The robbers had no difficulty in getting 
into the car after boarding the train, as 
| the end door had been left open on ac- 
' count of the heat. The train made only two 
stops between Milford Center and Colum- 
bus, one at Plain City and the other at 
| Marble Cliff, the latter five miles out of 
| the city. 

At the latter place the train was flagged 
to take on a passenger, an old man. The 
2 ea were first inclined to the belief that 

he robbers got on the train at Marble 
Cliff, but the express officials do not 
tertain that theory. They think it more 
likely that the robbers got off there, as the 
train slowed up, coming into the city. 

All the city detectives were immediately 
Sent out along the line of the railroad and 
‘they are scouring all the neighboring coun- 
try. How many of the robbers there were 
is not Known, but it is considered certain 
there were at least two, because of the 
number of bullets fired into the body of 
the express messenger. 

Early this morning two tramps’ were 
found in a boxcar near Marble Cliff and serit 
in on suspicion, but it is not really be- 
lieved they had anything to do with the 
crime. Lane, the murdered messenger, was 
28 years old and leaves a wife and child.

HUGO ROBBERS DEAD 


KILLED BY A POSSE AT GOOD. 
LAND, KAN. 


THEY RESISTED ARREST. 


One Was Shot in Trying to Escape and 
Other Burned in a Kitchen—Posi- 
tively Identified by Articles in 
Their Possession. 


GOODLAND, Kan., Aug. 11.—There seems 
to be no doubt that the men killed three 
miles east of here yesterday were the men 
who robbed the Union Pactfic train in Col. 
orado and shot W. J. Fav of Salina last 
Sunday. On the body of the one shot was 
found a watch, two black calico face masks, 
a lady's watch chain and charm and an 
opened envelope, addressed to illegi- 
ble name ut Hugo, Colo. He was tall, with 
black mustache, and commonly dressed. 
The body was brought to town to-night. 
The man burned in the house had a large 
roll of bills, but it is burned so much that 
little of it will be redeemable. 

It will be remembered that after the rob. 
bery the men dropped off the train at Hu- 
zo, Colo., and escaped. Wednesday the) 
went to the ranch of D. E. Bartholomew, 
three miles out from Goodland and 100 miles 
overland from Hugo, and asked for food and 
lodging for a few days. They said that they 
did not want to go to town, as their clothes 
were ragged. A boy whom they sent into 
Goodland to get the Denver papers reported 
the circumstances. From the boy's — 
tion the men were believed to be the rob- 
bers. 

A posse, consisting of Sheriff Walker, J. 
B. Riggs, George Cullins, E. C. Baddison 
and several others, all heavily armed with 
rifles and revolvers, went over to the Bar- 
tholomew place from here. Walker and 
Riggs were the first to dismount and pro- 
ceed to the house where the robbers were. 
One of the robbers caught sight of them and 
gave the alarm. No sooner had Walker, 
a4 moment later, began kicking on the door 
than thev were met by a volley of shot from 
inside. The remaining members of the pos- 
se quickly lined up around the house, and 
for 10 minutes bullets whirred at a lively 
rate, the Winchesters of the pursuers pour- 
ing a deadiy load in the direction of the 
robbers. The robbers returned .the fire 
strongly and Riggs soon fell, hit in the 
breast and back. Finally one of the robbers 
jumped through a window and made off in 
the smoke. Kefore he had gone half a dozen 
steps he fell in his tracks, shot to death. 

Sheriff Walker in the meantime had 
forced his wav toward the house and was 
intent on ge tting inside. In the smoke and 
eonfusicn Cullins g® in the way of Walker's 
gun and was shot in the back and seriously 
wounded. While the posse was removing 
Cullins the lone robber made his way to a 
sod kitehen near by and barricaded the 
door. The dead robber lay where he fell, 
his body in range of the house. Citizens 
armed themselves and went to the ranch 
The man inside the house was armed with 
a Winchester, and a too-near approach to 
the house drew his fire. About 4 o'clock 
some men. by crawling through a cornfield, 
sot to a shed near the house and from this 
place threw two railroad fuses on to the 
roof of the house, setting it afire. It was 
not many minutes until the entire building 
was in flames, but the robber made no sign, 
and if he was not shot by a bullet from the 
many that were fired at the house from the 
outside, he found his death in the flames. 

The house on the ranch, with its contents. 
was valued at $1200 and will be paid for by 
the county. The two citizens, Riggs and 
Cullins, shot in the fight, are doing wel] and 
will recover. 


NEW CABLE TO GERMANY 


Work on It Began From Coney Island 
Station at 6 a. m. This

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The laying of the 
first telegraph cable to connect the United 
States directly with Germany was started 
at 6 a. m. today from the Commercial Ca- 
ble Co.’s station on Coney Island. This 
is the cable for which sanctions were 
granted by the President of the United 
States and the German Emperor early last 
year. It will make the second cable con- 
nection between this country and the 
Azores. The cable is now on board the 
cableship Onglia, which arrived here from 
London Wednesday last and is 2400 miles 
in length. It will connect at Horta. Fayal,

Water was dashed into Ruhlin’'s 
face, and smelling salts were frequentiy ap- 
plied between Ruhlin’s alternate stages of 
collapse and revival After an examination 
the physician declared that there were no 
internal injuries

WAS NO STRIKE IN 1883. 


John D. Murphy and T. P. Adtms, 
Railroad M31, Meny Details of the 
Wagner Statement. 

On Aug. 7 Joseph Flory sent to a morn- 
ing paper a denial of what he called the 
“Wagner statement’ that he had taken a 


striker's place during a strike of switchmen 


in the Wabash yards in St. Louts in Octo- 
ber, 1883. 

The Post-Dispatch printed Mr. Flory’s de- 
nial on Aug. and the statement in 
full of George W. Wagner of 919 St. Louls 
avenue.

John D. Murphy, a retired rail- 
man, living at Webster Groves, and 
T. B. Adams of 1708 Chouteau avenue, vice- 
chairman of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, came to the Post-Dispatch office 
and in answer to Wagner Mr. Murphy 
made the following statement: 

“In answer to the charge made by Geo. 
W. Wagner in the Post-Dispatch Aug. &. I 
desire to say that Joseph Flory never took 
Striker’s place. The statement of this 
Wagner is false in every particular. 
In the first place, there was no strike in 
the St. Louis yards of the Wabash Rail- 
road in October, 1883, and. therefore, there 
were no strikers whose places Mr. Flory 
could have taken. 

“Mr. Wagner states that in 1883 there 
were two organizations in St. Louis. This 
is false. The Switchmen’s Aid Association. 
which he refers to, was not in existence un- 
til April, 1885, andthe Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen dfd not exist in 1883. They 
were known as the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Brakemen in 1883. Affidavits have been 
made to this effect. 

“As to Wagner's claim that he struck in 
i883 while working for the bridge and tun- 
nel company the records and payroll of the 
company, which can be seen at the office 
of George Steinberg, asistant paymaster, 
show that Wagner was in continuous serv- 
ice from Sept. 20. 1882,-until Aug. 17, 1885. 
If there was a strike during this period 
Wagner must have taken a striker's place.” 

Mr. Adams heard Mr. Murnhy'’s ss state- 
ment and stated that he corroborated it.
